The  second  forecast  of  cotton  production  in  India  is  5>06U,000 
"bales  of  U7S  pounds  equivalents,  according  to  a  cablegram  received 
from  the  Indian.  Department  of  Agriculture,    The  second  forecast  is 
an  increase  of  UOU,000  "bales  over  the  first  forecast  and  approximately 
the  same  as  the  final  estimate  for  last  year  which  v?as  5,069,000  bales. 
The  second  forecast  last  year,  however,  was  5,011,000  bales.  The 
third  estimate  of  area  has  now  raised  the  acreage  to  27,835,000  acres, 
an  increase  of  1,530,000  acres  over  the  second  forecast.    Last  year 
the  final  estimate  of  area  was  ?6,USl  ,000  acres  and  the  third  estimate 
26 ,^15 ,000  acres.    These  figures  were  received  too  late  to  include  in 
the  table  on  page  252. 


CURRENT  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

Bacon  from  ail  sources  at  Liverpool  showed  some  decline  in  price 
for  the  week  of  February         with  Danish  showing  the  greatest  loss. 
Hogs  at  Berlin  were  slightly  easier  but  lard  at  Liverpool  was  somewhat 
stronger.    The  London  butter  market  showed  a  tone  generally  stronger 
than  for  any  week  since  early  December.    Barreled  apples  at  Liverpool 
were  firmer,  but  "boxed  stock  showed  no  variation  from  the  preceding 
week.

New 
orders,  however,  are  -'ell  below  the  amounts  of  this  time  last  year, 
with  most  textile  centers  feeling  the  effects  of  the  industiial 
depression  in  Germany.

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ARGENT  BE  COSH  CONDI  TICKS  GENERALLY  FAVORABLE 

•The  weather  over  the  principal  com  sections  of  Argentina  for  the  v«ek 
ending  February  22  was  characterized  "by  the  continuation  of  the  abnormal 
warmth  and  by  generous  rains,  according  to  a  cabled  report  to  the  United  States 
Weather  Bureau.    The  Bulk  of  the  Argentine  corn  crop,  which  is  planted  in 
October  and  November,   should  now  be  nearing  maturity  but  favorable  weather 
conditions  and  an  adequate  supply  of  moisture  are  still  needed  for  proper 
development.    Threshing  of  small  grains  is  making  rapid  progress.

The  I925  tobacco  crop  in  Turkey  is  said  to  amount  to  over  132,000,000 
pounds  or  over  -15  per  cent,  aoove  last  year's  crop,  according  to  James  P..  Mood, 
Assistant  Trade  Commissioner.     This  varies  considerably  from  the  unofficial 
estimate  of  105.571,000  pound s  as  published  in  the  Beard  of  Trade  -Journal 
last  October  and  with  the  %02k  estimate  of  170,000,000  pounds  as  made  by  the 
Imperial  Ottoman  Bank.     The-  quality  ex  this  year 1  s  product,  Mr.  Mood  says, 
is  inferior  to  that  of  last  year  whereas  the  earlier  report  had  stated  that 
the  crop  was  showing  every  indication  of  being  exceptionally  good  in  quality. 
Mr.  Mood  further  states  that  owing  to  the  cornpe  c it ion  of  the  Bulgarian  and 
Greek  tobacco  crops,  exportation  of  Turkish  tobacco  is  encountering  difficulties 
this  year  and  sales  have  not  been  as  easy  or  as  expensive  as  was  expected. 

The  cultivation  of  tobacco  is  being  encouraged  in  Chile,  according  to 
Consul  C.  F.  Beichman,  Ya  1  para  i  so,  quoting  the  December  ,;Beview  of  Chilean 
Economic  and  Trade  Conditions".     The  climate  of  the  central  zone  is  favorable 
to  the  growth  of  tobacco  of  fairly  good  class.    No  estimate  of  the  I92U-25 
production  is  yet  available  but  the  area  in  1223-24  was  4,370  acres,  with  a 
production  of  9 , 715»OCO  pounds.     The  bulk  of  the  crop  is  consumed  in  the 
country  and  imports  considerably  exceed  exports.     The  Division  of  Agriculture 
is  encouraging  a  gree.ter  production  in  order  to  supply  the  local  requirements 
and  increase  the  amount  available  for  export.     More  careful  attention  to  modern 
methods  of  production  and  curing  are  being  advoce-ted  in  order  to  obtain  a 
high  grade  leaf. 


DEC  LIFE  CHECKED  IN  EOBEIGN  AND  DO    STIC  BUTTS 2  PRICES 

prices  of  butter  in  foreign  markets  were  generally  higher  on  February 
26  than  at  any  time  since  the  break  in  the  London  market  early  in  December. 
The  New  York  quotation  of  45  cents  on  92  score  butter  was  higher  than  in  recent 
weeks,  but  the  previous  decline  from  the  ea.rly  December  level  had  not  teen  so 
steady  as  in  European  markets.    The  Copenhagen  official  quotation  on  February 
25  was  equivalent  to  41. 9  cents  or  only  three  cents  below  New  York  while  Danish 
in  London  was  less  than  two  cents  below.     New  Zealand,  salted,   showed  a  smaller 
increase  over  the  previous  week  to  38  cents  and  Australian  remained  unchanged  at 
about  36  cents.     The  London  market  is  reported  as  quiet  but  with  shipments  from 
Australia  and  New  Zealand  again  much  lignter,  the  market  has  gained  sufficient 
strength  to  check  the  recent  butter  shipments  to  United  Sta.tes  markets.  For 
detailed  statement  of  comparative  prices  see  page  2S5.

HEAVIER  IOKDOS  MEAT  SUPPLES  -  Supplies  of  meat  received  at  the  London 
Central-  Markets  during  January  have  been  slightly  heavier  bhan  in  January 
1925,  for  all  classes  except  pork  according  to  the  report  of  the  London  Cen- 
tral Markets.     Supplies  of  "both  beef  and  pork  of  domestic  origin  fell  off 
while  the  domestic  supply  of  mutton  increased.     During  the  calendar  year 
1925  total  receipts  of  beef  and  veal  and  mutton  and  lamb  had  been  slightly 
below  1924  while  pork  supplies  increased.     Domestic  beef  and  veal  supplies 
fell  off  about  a  fifth  and  pork  nearly  two-f if ths.     The  decrease  in  pork 
supplies  is  in  line  with  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  hogs  and  a  decrease 
of  breeding  sows  as  of  June  1925  compared  with  1924.     The  decrease  in  beef 
supplies  on  the  other  hand,  fellows  an  increase  in  the  total  number  of 
cattle  and  of  cattle  other  than  dairy  cattle.     Detailed  statistics  of  meat

Hogs,  and  Pork 

GERMAN  PORK  SUPPLIES  IN  JANUARY:     German  hog  receipts  "at  14  markets 
and  slaughter  at  36  centers  were  greater  in  January  1926  than  in  January 
1925,  but  under  December,  according  to  preliminary  figures  cabled  by  A. 
Schoenfeld,  American  Agricultural  commissioner  at  Berlin.     Supplies  of 
imported  bacon  and  lard  were  greater  in  January  1923  than  for  the  preced- 
ing month  but  somewhat  under  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  Eog 
receipts  at  205,000  head,  exceeded  January  1925  by  about  15,000,  but  wore 
4r000  under  December.     Slaughterings,  totaling  some  254,000  head,  were  28,000 
head  in  excess  of  January  1925,  but  15,000  unde-^  December.    Bacon  imports 
reached  1,934,000  pounds,  a  figure  559,000  pounds  and  661,000  pounds  in 
excess  of  January  and  December  1925,  respectively-     Lard  imports  ran  to 
19,621,000  pounds  or  6,283,000  pounds  under  January  1925  but  7,496,000  pounds 
over  December. 

GERMAN  HOG  PRICES  DECLINE;  LARD  UP:     Hogs  at  Berlin  registered  some 
decline  in  price  for  the  week  ended  February  24,  against  the  preceding 
week,  according  to  \i.  A.  Schoenfeld,  American  Agricultural  Cormissioner  at 
3erlin.     Lard  at  Hamburg,  however,  rose  21  cents  per  100  pounds.  Hog 
receipts  were  heavier.     See  page  285. 

BRITISH  BACON  MARKET  EASIER;     Quotations  in  Liverpool  on  bacon  from 
the  United  States,  Canada,  and  Denmark  were  all  easier  for  the  week  ending 
February  24,  according  to  E.  A.  Foley,  American  Agricultural  Commissioner 
at  London.     Danish  led  the  decline,  losing  43  cents  per  100  pounds  against 
the  preceding  week.     The  decline  follows  a  trend  noticeable  for  the  last 
three  or  four  ^eeks.     See  page  235.

AUSTRALIAN  '.TOOL'  RECEIPTS  AND. SALES:  Wool  receipts  into  store  in 
Australia  for  the   first  half'  of  the  1925-26  season  arrounted  to  1,955.^5  "bales 
according  to  a  report  from  the  American  Consulate  General  at  Melbourne.  No 
figure  is  available  for  the  same  period  last  year  "tut  through  November 
receipts  this  year  had  teen  running  heavier  than  in  the  preceding  season.  Up 
to  November  30,  192^  total  receipts  had  been  1,^96,972  bales  and  the  total 
for  the  season  amounted  to  2,070,93^  bales.    The  heavy  receipts  this  year 
are  considered  to  be  due  to  earlier  and  more  expeditious  shearing  rather 
than  to  a  bigger  total  clip.     The  latest  reported  indication  of  the  clip 
is  for  one  only  slightly  if  any  greater  than  1924-25- 

The  total  wool  from  this  year's  clip  sold  in  the  half  year  just  closed 
amounted  to  90 5, 5^2  bales,  or  slightly  less  than  the  907.337  bales  sold  in  the 
corresponding  six  months  for  I92U-25,    Sales  of  old  wool  amounting  to  1+S5,929 
bales  were  also  made  during  this  period,  however,   so  that  total  sales  for 
July  to  December  1925  were  nearly  half  again  as  large  as  in  that  period  of 
192^4-25.     The  old  clip  is  now  practically  all  disposed  of,   the  remainder  being 
only  5,  7S3  bales. 

Sales  in  Geelong  January  12  and  13  and  in  Adelaide  February  5  had 
good  attendance  according  to  Dalgety  and  Co.     In  Geelong  about  95  P6^  cent 
of  the  offerings  were  sold  and  in  Adelaide  about  93  per  cent.     The  closing 
rates  at  the  Gee  lone  sales  were  generally  about  5  per  cent  higher  than  the 
previous  sale  held  December  9,  while  at'the;  Adelaide  sales  closing  rates  for 
average  to  good  wools  were  5  per  cent  lower  than  the  preceding ,  sale ;  for 
inferior  and  burry  descriptions,  10  to  15  per  cent  lower;  and  for  lambs  wool, 
unchanged,     Prices  during  the  first  half  of  the  1925-26  season  have  been, 
generally  lower  for  all  classes  of  wool  than  during  the  last  half  of  192U-25«

FAIR  COMPETITION  AT  NEW- ZEALAND  WOOL  SALES:    At  the  wool  sales  in  New 
Zealand  on  February  3  there  was  a  good  attendance  of  buyers  and  competition 
was  fair,  lg,300  bales  being  offered  and  90  per  cent  sold,  according  to 
Dalgety  and  Co.  ,  Ltd.  of  London. 

SHEEP  AND  W00L:  INDUSTRY  PROSPEROUS  IN  NEW  BRUNSWICK:     Sheep  flocks  in 
New  Brunswick  are  thriving  and  are  in  a  more  favorable  condition  than  any 
other  branch  of  the  livestock  industry,  states  Vice  Consul  Johnson  at  Fred- 
eric ton  quoting  the  local  Department  of  Agriculture;    Prices  ,md  demand  for 
lambs  have  bean  extra  good.    Although  there  has  been  a  depression  in  the  wool 
market,  the  New  Brunswick  wool  sold  through  the  Co-operative  Wool  Growers r 
Association  netted  the  farmers  an  average  of  2 7-1/ 2  cents  per  pound,  unwashed 
wool.    New  Brunswick  is  said  to  be  ^cll  adapted  to  sheop  grazing  and  it  is 
said  that  the  province  could  readily  support  800,000  sheep  instead  of  the 
present  80,000. 
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FRUIT,    VE-GE  TABLES    AND  NUTS 


BARRELED  APPLES  STRONGER  AT  LIVERPOOL:    Prices  realized  for  most 
varieties  of  "barreled  apples  on  the  Liverpool  auction  of  February  2k  were 
slightly  stronger  than  those  of  the  previous  week  "but  boxed  apple  prices  were 
practically  unchanged,  according  to  a  cable  from  Mr.  Edwin  Smith,   the  Depart- 
ment's Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe.     Supplies  of  "both  barreled  and  "boxed 
varieties  were  light  on  the  whole,  although  rather  liberal  quantities  of 
inferior  Baldwins  many  of  them  frozen  and  moderate  supplies  of  Greenings  and 
western  Newtowns  were  offered.     The  light  supplies  of  Y0rks  brought  out  a 
brisk  demand,  and  demand  was  also    good  for  Greenings.    Moderate  interest  was 
displayed  in  Virginia  Pippins,  Oregon  New  towns  and  Virginia  Ben  Davis  hut  New 
York  Baldwins  and  Ben  Davis  and  we  stern  Wine  saps  moved  slowly.     Slack  barrels 
were  . depreciated  $„50  to  $.75.     See  page  2Sk. 

INCREASED.  GERMAN  IMPORTS  OF  AMERICAN  APPLES:    Although  German  imports 
of  fruit -during  January  I926  appear  smaller,  on  the  whole,  than  in  the 
same  month  last  year,  the  imports  of  apples; were  somewhat  larger, with  much 
of  the  increase  apparently  consisting  of  American  fruit.     Direct  imports  of 
apples  from  the  United  States  amounted  to  about  125,000  bushels  as  compared 
with  89.000  in  December  and  about  63,000  bushels  in  January  a  year  ago.  Im- 
ports from  the  Netherlands,  some  of  which  were  undoubtedly  of  American  origin, 
amounted  to  135,000  bushels  compared  with  77,000  a  year  ago.    The  larger 
imports  reflect  the  lowering  of  domestic  supplies  and  the  generally  smaller 
Continental  fruit  crop  this  year.    Requirements  during  the  closing  months  of 
the  season  will  have  to  come  to  an  important  extent  from  the  United  States. 

Imports  of  oranges  continue  to  run  below  those  of  the  previous  season, 
amounting  to  1,755.000  boxes  for  the  seven  months  July  to  January,  as  compared 
with.l, 935,000  in  the  same  period,  I92U-25.     Imports  of  lemons  were  some- 
what smaller  than  in  January  a  year  ago  but  are  larger  for  the   season  to  date 
(July- January)  than  for  the  corresponding  months  last  year.     Yugoslavia  again 
supplied  the  bulk  of  prune  imports.    Total  imports  for  the  seven  months  end- 
ing January  were  about  51  million  pounds  or  50  per  cent  above  those  of  last 
season  for  the  same  period.    See  page  282. 

LARGER  SPANISH  ONION  SHIPMENTS:     Large  shipments  of  onions  from  the' 
Valencia  district  of  Spain  to  the  United  States  are  reported  during  the  first 
half  of  February,  according  to  cabled  advice  received  in.  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  from  Consul  C.  S.  Edwards  at  Valencia.    Exports  to  the  United  States 
during  the  period  January  31  to  February  18  totaled  to  127,5*48  crates  and 
29,lUU  cases  of  which  21",705  crates  and  2,387  cases  were  shipped  during  the  week 
ending  February  18.     The  latter  shipments  are  due  to  arrive  in  New  York  around 
March  k,  according  to  the  Consul.     The  shipments  during  the  first  part  of  the 
period  reported  should  arrive  in  New  York  during  the  next  seven  or  sight  days.

FRANCE  MAINTAINS  WAJKUT  EXPORTS :    Walnut  exports  from  the  Bordeaux 
consular  district  to  the  United  States  reached  3,753 ,000  pounds  of  shelled 
and  3,1*68,000  pounds  of  unshelled  nuts  during  the  months  October  —  Becembe 
1925-    According  to  L»  Memminger,  American  Consul  at  Bordeaux,  those 
quantities  about  equaled  the  exports  for  the  corresponding  period  of  last 
year.    Owing  to  the  large  crop,  supplies  grading  as  "Extra  Halves"  are 
expected  to  be  sufficiently  large,  although  a  smaller  percentage  than 
usual  of  the  total  crop  falls  into  that  grade.    The  market  was  reported 
firm  at  the  end  of  December,  with  no  apparent  tendency  toward  lower  price 
levels.

The  index  number  of  all  agricultural  exports  had  declined  steadily 
since  the  seasonal  high  point  of  l6o  in  October  end  for  January  it  stood 
at  111,  the  lowest.  January-, figure  since  1918.    All  of  the  group  indices 
except  animal  products  show  definite  declines  from  the  preceding  month  of 
which  the  heaviest  were  in  fruits  and  vegetables  and  grains  and  grain 
products.    Of  the  animal  products,  the  largest  increases  were  in  exports 
of  "bacon  and  lard.     Tobacco  exports,  while  lower  than  in  December  compare 
favorably  with  the  January  exports  in  previous  years.

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EUROPEAN  COTTON  MANUFACTURING  CONDITIONS  VARIABLE 

(Based  upon  reports  received  through  the  Bureau' of  Foreign  and 

Domestic  Commerce  and  the  United  States  Consular  Service.) 

Cotton  manufacturing  conditions  in  the  European  countries  consuming 
the  hulk  of  American  cotton  exports  were  generally  spotted  at  the  beginning 
of  February.     While  activity  of  the  spinning  mills  was  maintained  at  a 
relatively  high  level  in  several  countries,  it  was  made  possible  largely  on 
the  basis  of  old  orders.    A  general  dearth  of  new  buying  was  noticeable. 
The  business  depression  in  Germany  wi elded  a  particularly  harmful  effect 
upon  the  spinning  industry  in  the-  neighboring  countries  which  depend  upon 
Germany  as  an  important  outlet. 

In  Great  Britain  the  short  time  committee  of  the  Spinners'  Federation 
reports  that  its  recommended  curtailment  cf  another  8-f  hours  per  week  in 
the  .American  section  is  generally  pell  supported.    Production  of  yarn  has 
decreased  and  present  production  is  estimated  to  be  72  per  cent  of  full. 
The  sales  of  yam  from  American  cotton  at  the  end  of  January  showed  an  im- 
provement and  are  reported  to  have  exceeded  production.    Business  in  yarns 
from  Egyptian,  cotton  has  also  been  reported  better.    The  larger  sales  are 
well  maintained  and  there  is  also  an  increased  turnover  in  grey  goods. 
Resumption  of  piece  goods  auctions  at  Shanghai  indicates  a  strong  demand 
from  China  where  stocks  are  depleted,  and  Indian  demand  for  regular  lines 
continues.    Exports  of  yam  in  1925  are  the  largest  since  192 7  but  the  ex- 
ports of  piece  goods  for  the  year  decreased  by  10,000,000  square  yards  as 
compared  with  192^. 

The  cotton  mills  in  France  have  been  active  on  old  orders.  The 
spinning  mills  operated  full  time  and  the  weavers  are  reported  to  be  booked 
largely  through  May.    .Stocks  of  fabrics  in  January  were  low  except  in  Alsace. 
However,  mills  generally  refuse  further  commitments  on  account  of  economic, 
political  and  fiscal  uncertainties.    Prices  are  rising  largely  as  a  result 
of  recent  v'age  increases  in  the  cotton  mills  and  increased  freight  rates. 

In  Germany  the  spinning  mills  experienced  a  further  slump  in  business 
at  the  beginning  of  January  and  the  weaving  'mills  are  largely  on  short  time. 
Stocks  of  yam  are  accumulating.     Spring  orders  for  clothing  trade  are  also 
di  sappointing. 

Cotton  mills  in  Italy  continued  full  operation  in  January  with  the 
export  trade  favorable.    For  the  eleven  months  of  13°5  ending  December  1st, 
the  experts  of  cotton  goods  showed  en  increase  of  '32  per  cent  over  the  ex- 
ports for  the  corresponding  eleve?r  months  of  19°^. 

In  Belgium  the  general  situation  in  the  spinning  branch  was  satisfac- 
tory during  December,  but  since  January  1  the  demand  ior  yarn  was  poor  owing 
to  the  decreased  demand  from  Germany,  but  the  yarn  trade  at  the  beginning  of 
February  was  relatively  satisfactory  due  to  good  domestic  demand.  However, 
the  spinners  are  still  in  a  strong  position  due  to  old  orders.  During 
December  most  cf  them  were  operating  full  time  with  some

on  two  shift's.    The  situation  in  the  weaving  branch  is  unfavo rable ,  many 
weavers  "being  handicapped  "by  high  production  costs. 

The  cotton  mills  of  Netherlands  were  occupied  during  January  with  old 
export  orders.    At  the  beginning  of  February  they  were  still  supplied  with 
sufficient  export  orders  and  mills  were  operating  at  full  capacity. 

In  Spain  the  cotton  industry  was  showing  some  improvement  at  the  end 
of  December  but  "by  the  end  of  January  a  tendency  towards  renewed  dullness 
reappeared. 

In  Poland  the  cotton  mill  situation  has  been  reported  at  the  beginning 
of  January  as  critical.    Large  mills  are  operating  only  three  days  per  week 
with  reduced  forces  and  activity  in  the  smaller  mills  is  almost  at  a.  stand- 
still. ■ 


COTTON  MARKET  OUTLOOK  IN  CZECHOSLOVAKIA  AND  AUSTRIA 

The  prospective  demand  for  American  cotton  in  Czechoslovakia,  and 
Austria  cannot  be  regarded  as  promising  unless  economic  conditions  in 
Germany  show  substantial  improvement  in  the  next  few  months,  reports 
Agricultural  Commissioner  G-.  C.  Haas  at  Vienna.     7/hile  spinning  mills  on 
the  first  of  February  were  maintaining  full  activity,  in  some  cases  working 
two  shifts,  operations  were  running  on-  the  b&.sis  of  unfilled*  old  orders. 
The  associations  of  shippers  in  Austria  and  Czechoslovakia  estimate  that 
the  spinning  branch  is  supplied  with  old  contracts  for  the  next  three  months 
and  little  change  in  activity  is  looked  for  during  this  period.     'The  volume 
of  new  orders  for  January,  however,  was  estimated  at  only  about  70  per  cent 
of  the  July  to  October  1995  average;     If  this ■ situation  does  not  materially 
change,  the  lack  of  demand  will  result  in  reduced  mill  activity  and  smaller 
takings  of  raw  cotton  at  least  by  May. 

In  all  the  cotton  trade  circles  the  opinion  is  expressed  that  a 
revival  of  demand  is  primarily  contingent  upon  the  development  of  the 
economic  situation  in  Germany.     The  Austraian  trade  has  optimistic  hopes  in 
this  regard  and  expects  a  substantial  revival  of  the  German  demand  during 
the  course  of  this  year.     If  an  improvement  of-  the  German  economic  conditions 
does  not  take  place  in  the  near  future,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  Checho- 
slovakian and  Austrian  spinning  industries  will  not  be  able  to  maintain  their 
present  activity,  as  it  will  be  exceedingly  difficult  to  find  other  outlets 
to  cover  the  decrease  in  the  German  demand.

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The  commercial  treaty  negotiations  between  Austria  and  Germany  nave 
resulted  in  a  .transportation  advantage,  out  any  further  import  duty  con- 
cessions are  not  expected  in  the  near  future.     The  German  Import  tariff  of 
October  1,  1925.,  included  a  concession  to  Austria  of  about  10  per  cent' duty 
reduction  on  yarn  if  it  was  shipped  via  Passau  or  Lindau,  but  the  freight 
rates  via  this  route  between  a  large  part  of  the  yarn  production  centers  in 
Austria  and  the  destination  in  Germany,  was  so  high  as  to  practically  eliminate 
the  effect  of  the  import  tax  reduction.    The  freight  rates  on  yam  shipped 
through  Czechoslovakia  to  Saxony  were  cheaper,     Now  an  agreement  has  been 
made  which  allows  the  same  import  duty  reduction,  for  shipments  via  Zittau, 
the  frontier  station  between  Saxony  and  Czechoslovakia.    This  new  revision 
in  the  agreement  at  the  most  is  only  a  minor  improvement  and  will  produce 
no    material  change  in  the  situation. 

According  to  information  received  from  Russian  sources,  Russia  is 
endeavoring  to  increase  the  amount  of  direct  purchases  from  Czechoslovakia 
and  Austria,  and  reduce  Czechoslovakia^  and  Austrian  purchases  via  Germany, 
with  the  idea  of  securing' lower  prices-     The  exten  t  to  which  this  method  of 
purchase  is  possible,  is  dependent  upon  the  amount  of  credit  which  Austria 
and  Czechoslovakia,  are  able  to  extend  to  Russia.     It  is  a  fact  that  some 
direct  orders  have  been  made  and  that  further  direct  orders  are  expected, 
but  it  is  also  further  recognized  that  the  possible  volume  by  this  manner 
of  purchase  will  not  materially  influence  the  activity  of  the  cotton  spinn- 
ing industries  in  Czechoslovakia  and  Austria.     This  conclusion  is  .based  upon 
the  fact  that  Russian  business  will  be  about  the  same,  if  the  purchases  are 
made  directly  or  via  Germany  (the  direct  contracts  in  all  probability  could 
be  made  at  lower  prices,  and  at  lower  prices  the  Russian  takings  would 
probably  show  some  increase).    The  Russian  demand  for  fabrics  will  probably 
not  increase  in  any  measure,  so  as  to  largely  influence  the  whole  situation. 
An  improvement  in  the  Russian  demand  situation  is,  however,  a  possibility 
and  this  possibility  may  be  looked. upon  as  a  favorable  factor  in  the  outlook 
for  the  spinning  industries  in  Czechoslovakia  and  Austria. 


AGRICULTURAL  CREDIT  IN  GEEllANY 

Prussian  agriculture  is  paying  approximately  $134,000,000  in  interest 
annually  on  loans  of  $1,405,000,000  as  compared  with  $S5 , 75'?.000  interest  on 
loans  of  $^,143,800,000  before  the  war,  according  to  a  statement  published 
December  Ji,  1925  in  Magazin  der  Wirfschait  and  furnished  this  department 
through  the  .Department  of  Commerce.    Before  the  war,  agricultural  credit 
needs  were  covered  by  long  term  mortgages  and  short  term  personal  credit, 
used  solely  for  operating  capital.     To-day  the  impossibility  of  finding  a 
market  for  long  term  agricultural  loans  has  made.it  necessary  to  resort  to 
personal  credit,  principally  notes,  to.  finance  agriculture.     The  marked 
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increase  in  the  interest  "burden,  over  pre-war:  years,  coupled  with  the  much 
smaller  actual  volume  of  credit  of.  all  types  devoted  to  agriculture  in 
Prussia  indicates  the  unfavorable  development  of  agricultural  finance- 
since  the  war.    An  analysis  of  the-  present  capital  debt  and  interest  "burden 
in  Prussia  follows:  .  ..

The  prospect,  of  a  reduction  in  interest  rates  and  a  higher  emission 
rate  for  agricultural  credit  is  dependent  upon  improvement  in  German 
financial  conditions.    This  improvement  is,  therefore,  indirectly  con- 
tingent upon  the  favorable  development;  of .  international  trade  and  credit- 
conditions  throughout  Europe.     The  difficulty  in  the  acquisition  of  new 
long  term  credits  lies  in  the  importance  of  profitably  using  such  mortgages 
at  the  present  interest  rates*     The  case  of  the  Rentenbank  Loan  is  an  ex- 
ample where  possibility  of  profiting  by  a  drop  in  interest  rates  in  the 
near  future  is  lost  through  the  non-conversion  difficulties  in  the  bond 
issue.

THE  FOREIGN  DAIRY  SITUATION 

February  2J,  I926 

Within  the  last  month  the  foreign  situation  has  reached  a  compar- 
atively settled  state.    Until  now- the  principal  unse  ttling  .influence  has 
"been  the  serious  interference  with' -shipping  early  in  the  winter  season. 
This  has  "been  referred  to  reneatedly  "but  it  can  scarcely  "be  over-empha- 
sized, for  it  has  "been  far-reaching  indeed  in  its  effects.    Prices  in  the 
Bri  tish  marke  ts  e  special^,  and  in  others  including  our  own  as  well,  have 
"been  affected  by  it  rlirectly  or  indirect^7  throughout  the  greater  part  of 
the  \vinter.     Generally  it  ha.s  meant  lower  prices  than  would  have  been 
realized  had  the  marketing  of  these-  same  supplies  been  more  order  1:".  Some 
indication  of  this  bearish  influence  is  to  be.  seen  in.  the  unprecedented 
shipments  of  butter  received  in  Great  Britain  luring  January  and  the 
decline  in  price  that  was  partly  in  anticipation  and  partly  in  consequence 
of  them,    .From  the  point  of  view  of  the  dairy  interests  of  the  United  States 
the  net  result  has  been  a  father  rapid  decline  of  domestic  prices  nearly  to 
parity  witft  prices  prevailing  in  London,     Such  an  adjustment  of  prices  wa.s 
brought  about  by  shipmen  ts  ' to  United  States  markets  of  somewhat  more  than 
two  r.illiori  pounds  of  butter  in  January  and  perhaps  a  third  as  much,  according 
to  unofficial  statistics,  during  February.  '-

Abnormally  heavy  shipments 

reach  British  markets  in  January 

During  January, '  a  total  of  75,335,912  pounds  of  "butter  and  38,949,232 
pounds  of  cheese -was  imported  into  the  United  Kingdom.     This  represents  an 
increase  over  January  of  last  year  of  24  per  cent  in  "butter  and  26  per  cent 
in  cheese.     Of  this  record  quantity  (the  nearest  approach  to  which  was  in 
April,   1925, • when  70  million  pounds  of -butter  and  30  million  pounds  of  cheese 
were  imported)  there  were  received  from  Australia  and  New  Zealand  together 
45,440,080 .pounds  of  butter  and  30,154,-.88C  pounds  cf  cheese.     With  receipts 
now  so  largely  from  these  southern  countries  in  which  the  peak  of  production 
and  of  exportation  as  well  is  definitely,  past,  it  is  evident  that  the  peak 
of  supplies  has  likewise  now  been  reached.     Shipments  of  butter  afloat  from 
Australia  on  February  20,  1926, ;  amounted  to  somewhat  less  than  10  million 
pounds  against  21  million  pounds  on.  February  27,  1925.     From  New  Zealand  the 
quantities  were  .15-  million  and  24  million  pounds  respectively.     Cheese  ship- 
ments afloat  were  also  less  than  a  year  ago.'   Reshipments  from  Great  Britain 
to  continental  Europe  were  little, more  than  half  as  large  during  January 
(3,232,768  lbs)  as  those  re-exported  a  year  ago.     This  reflects  somewhat 
the  recent  weakness  in  continental  European  markets.     Some  Siberian  butter  of 
winter  make  is  expected  from  now  on  in  English  markets. 

Further  decline  in  German  demand 

As  compared  with  a  year  ago,  Germany  is  not,  now  affording  so  favorable 
an  outlet  for  Danish  butter.     Shipments  by  the  Danes  to  Great  Britain  have 
been  correspondingly  heavier  in  consequence  especially  during  January.  Im- 
ports of  butter  into  Germany  which  in  November  totalled  15,212,000  pounds  and 
in  December  13,668,500  pounds  fell  off  still  further  in  January  to  11,684,380 
pounds,  nearly  half  of  which  was  supplied  by  Denmark.  Netherlands  is  not  at 
present  a' source  of  heavy  supplies  either  to  Germany  or  Great  Britain. 

Output  of  New  Zealand  and  Australia  will  not  equal  last  season 

In  oo th  Australia  and  New  Zealand  the  producing  season  has  now 
advanced  so  far  under  weather  conditions  comparatively  unfavorable  to 
dairying  as  to  make  it  quite  certain  that  the  total  output  for  the 
1925-26  season  will  be  actually  less  than  it  was  in  1924-25-     Some  state- 
ments place  the  estimated  decrease  in  butter  production  at  10,000  to 
15,000  tons  for  Australia  and  8,000  to  10,000  tons  for  Hew  Zealand.  There

are  now,  however,  indefinite  supplies .  on  hand  in  both  those  countries  that 
have  been  withheld  from  shipment  and  will  be  available  to  supplement  those 
from  current  production  as  the  seasonal  decline  continues,     (in  the  average 
season  fully  three-fourths  of  the  total  output  has  been  produced  by  the  end 
of  February)*     In  addition,  it  is  known  that  some  of  the  butter  already 
shipped  to  Great  Britain  has  been  placed  in  cold  storage  there,  but  again 
the  actual  quantity  is  indefinite.    Per  the  remainder  of  the  season 
prospects  for  production  appear  more  favorable  .considering  the  season 
than  they  have  "been  to  date.     Cheese-making  will  almost  certainly  be 
favored  in  New  Zealand  at  the  expense  ;of  butter  production  during  the 
rest  of  the  season. 

■■  Argentine  production  running  ahead  of  last  season 

■While  the  summer  season  now  closing  in  Argentine  has  "been  un- 
usually hot,  and  reports  indicate  some  deficiency  in  rainfall  as  late 
as  February  15,  recent  better  shipiLsmts  have  exceeded  those  cf  a  year 
ago.    The  Imports  of  8,500,000  lbs.  into  the  United  Kingdom  from- this 
source  during  January  were  nearly  50  per  cent  greater,  and  slightly  more 
than  two  yca.rs  ago  "before  the  check  in  Argcntinaws  expanding  production. 

Canada  receiving  colonial  butter 

Canada,  has  relieved  United  States  markets  by  absorbing  some  of 
the  surplus  butter  diverted  from  England.     The  low  Canadian  tariff  on 
Australian  and  New  Zealand  butter,  and  light  stocks  of  domestic  butter 
have  encouraged  importations.     Some  10,000  boxe3  of  New  Zealand  butter 
landed  this  month  in  New  York  was  for  re  shipment  to  Canada. 


SLIGHT  DECREASE  IN  INDIA  RICE  CROP 

India's  total  rice  crop  for  I925  is  2  per  cent  smaller  than  the 
I92U  crop  and  also  2  per  cent  smaller  than  the  average  crop  for  the 
preceding  five,  years  according  to  a  cablegram  from  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture.     The  preliminary  estimate  for  the   total  1925 
crop  is  314,000,000  short  tons  of  cleaned  rice  compared  with  34,720,000 
in  I92U  and  an  average  of  3^,  667,000  short  tons  for  the  five  years  pre- 
ceding 1925-    This  reduction  is  slightly  less  than  the  five  per  cent 
decrease  previously  reported  for  six  provinces  which  produce  about  three- 
fourths  of  the  total  Indian  crop.
